Status of the Application 

Claims 6 and 11-16 were allowed. Claims 7-10 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated U.S. Patent No. 5,051,641 to Weh (the 'Weh 
patent"). Claim 7 has been amended. 
Rejection under 35 U.S.C. S 102(b) 

According to the Examiner, the Weh patent discloses each of the 
limitations of claims 7-10. Claim 7 has been amended to further recite a disk- 
shaped geometry for the rotor. This geometry is not taught by the Weh patent, 
and, therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that the Weh patent does ' 
anticipate claim 7. As each of claims 8-10 depends directly from claim 7, the 
Weh patent also does not anticipate these claims. For the foregoing reasons. 

Applicant requests that the rejection of claims 7-10 be withdrawn.
